Neglbotinq the means at hand, we 
aro too prone to look abroad for ass-at- 
anoo. "Whilst calling out for immi- 
grants from Europe, we take no notice 
of those in our very midst, but allow 
tbetn to seek other piucos insioad ci 
inddoicg or encoura<ring ihem to seUlo 
in this. The country is willing to pay 
for the pBssBgo of people from distant 
places, but lorgot that for the sumr 
nam the maleriul might bo obtained at 
home. There are in ihif Colony miU'- 
Tied men with families acq"'"iHod 
with farming, wl.o aro willing but un- 
able to BOitlo owiug to their "Ot pos- 
soBsing BUfficient mean? to maintain 
themselves and balid abut at tbo out« 
start. These, people acquainted with 
the habits and w»nt8 ( f the Colony 
and oolonistB, would form a most denir- 
able addition to tho rural populution. 
"We think it would be protitable for the 
conntry to get such persons upon its 
lands, eniil the means at tho disposal 
of the flOYornor wore applied to tho 
bnild/ng of leg houses and cloarinj; a 
litile land round about tbem ; such 
eJeariogB . would induce tho class 
■poken of to settle, particularly it 
made in partially eottlod distriois. 
The advantage of making these booses 
in partially settled districts is, that the 
new Battler would obtain some work 
and no little asBistanoe from bis neigh- 
bor and thus be helped on in the world, 
whilst at the same time solitude would 
not bo to bim and would be lessoned 
to those around. It is greatly to tho 
credit of the farmera ot this Colony 
that thoy have kind hearts arid are 
willing to assist their noiglibors in tho 
way of ploughing, tho loan of implo-. 
menis and oihorwiee, and that tresh 
people placed among them recoivo much 
neighborly attention. Wo would nslc 
tho Immigration Committee to havo 
an eye to this, and likewise to di.scuss 
the question vrhetbor tho chaingmig 
eODld not be mado more useful in pro~ 
Tiding houses for the poor than in 
ornamenting palaces for the rich and 
indolent? Why not dyko tho flats of 
the Frasor? Make the penalty of 
crime beneficial to industry and virtue; 
invest the expense of tho chaicgang 
go that it naay produce inlerest to the 
Colony. How many good effects might 
the associations connected with such 
work have upon tho poor criminal.^ 
themselves? With regard to immigra- 
tion from foreign parts ; there is a 
class of men in England which is 
moch required here: wo mean the 
agricaltural laborers; they are honosi, 
upright and induitrlous men, fit to 
become tboir own masters, but unabie 
to do BO for want of means. These 
people for a like roason are not able to 
get to this Colony, but would come if 
assistance wore extended to them. 
Tboro cannot bo a doubt bnt that many 
of our farmers have friends and ac- 
quaintancoB of this sort and probably 
■would not only help to bring them out 
but engage or employ them upon their 
airival. In this way they would Irom 
the first meet with friends; tho Uov» 
ernment would bo relieved, and the 
people thoraselvos, being comlortablo, 
would soon become accustomtd to iho 
country. First impresBions frequently 
determine the immigrant's coutho, and 
therefore the country should make 
such impressions, as far as praoticablo, 
pleasing. After a wliilo tbeao immi- 
graatB would booo occupy pre-emption 
. olaliPB, assisted to do so as thoy would 
be by their friends, and thus become 
most valuable additions to tbo rural 
population, being learned and educat- 
ed in colonial life— an important item. 
It is highly desirable that the iramit 
grant should have acqa*intanoos or 
frienda in the Colony, and care 
ahoald be taken to select suoh as 
have ia order to prevent their 
being impoHOtl upon. J5y getting 
a number of acquaintances together, 
comfort is increased , but what is more, 
tboir roproBontaiions to friends of a 
flimilar class at homo would bo a good 
and boneGeial aclvortiHomont, tiri'l lend 
to bring Ibctn out also. Such inlla- 
enoe, increasing and extending as tho 
sqaaro oi the ditttance, would BOon ho- 
oomo of vast power; for wc aro sali.s- 
fiod that such settlors would not Hpcak 
otherwise than well ol a country whieh 
olferB advantages unequalled to agri. 
•uliural settlers. iSorae years ago the 
Hudson bay and Paget Sound Com- 
paoies brought out a number of agri- 
caltaristB lor their farms. Very many 
oi those remain and have become tho 
best, most enterprising and prosper- 
OUB of our farmers, .wd are well |e- 
Bervlng of their euccois'i The history 
of the origin, rise atid progress ol those 
QolonlBtB we oomiuoA^ to the ooQBid» 



oration of all— they afford an epitome 
of nearly »ll that can bo said of tho 
various phases of ft" agriouliural sol- 
tier's oareer.andflfe the host inducements 
to bringing oat aa soon as possible ag" 
rIouKural Infcorcra and others, and 
using the informalion of those now 
settled to and for that purpose. There 
are few places in this world whore tho 
means'<)f existence are so easily ob- 
tained. We will leave out of the ques- 
lipn the fact that many of our farmers 
subsist upon the produce ot the culti- 
vation of a few aores, and turn to natn 
ural rosourocBt Row many settlers in 
their early career do live or have liveci 
by meacd of the rod and the gun ? 
Tho country abounds in deer, grouse, 
goose, ducks, pigeons and nnmerons 
olhor eatable birds and animals. The 
hikes swuim with trout and Other fish; 
tho shores and boaclios of the country 
aro stored with various kinds of shell, 
herring, cod :uid other fish. Bat turn 
10 Fraser river — upon its riches a man 
may at any time feast. Tho salmon^ 
in due season, aro in myriads, and 
(iOine exist uU tho year round. Early 
in tho year oolaobans, tho moot deli« 
cious ot the fumy tribe, may be scooped 
up by the buckeiful ; and by moans of 
a hook and bail set at night, tho set- 
tler, on nwakeniiijf in tho morning, may 
obtain for breakfast a sturgeon of 
two or three hundred pounds weight ! 
We do not underrate the toil and hard- 
ship of the settlers' early career ; but 
we do say again that there are few if 
any conntries where food can bo so 
easily, so cheaply, or so pleasantly ob- 
tained, ilow many are there who 
oven now, for mere pleasure, live by 
the rod and gnn ? How great an en- 
couragomont it must be to the settler 
10 know that bo can do likewise.

The pols, pans, bucket', wheeU 
barrows, shovels, and aa the auctioneer de- 
scriptively Bays, " many otbor articles t.'o 
nutnarous to raeiilion' lay around iojprolusiou 
rusty aod oeglectod, whero dropped by thoir 
despairing owners when taking ibeir depart- 
ure forever from the place. A plague could 
not have driven away tho inhabiianti more 
effectually ihao oroel misfortuoe has doue.

At this momnot real 
estate, if placed on the market, would not 
produce more than fifty per oont. of its 
value two monihs ago. Produce ia lying in 
immense quantities io tho wareliouaos, wiih 
very little prospect of over realizing the cost 
of freight, storage and rent. The hei-t com- 
meroial bills are discouDied with difliculty, 
at very high rates, and second olass paper is 
simply valueless oo cbaoge. The consequence 
of this deplorable state of affnirs upon those, 
DO portion ol wbose means are saffioiently 
eecored (o protect ibem against tbe results 
of luob sodden revulsions of fortune, is dis- 
tressing beyond measure ; for many among 
the middle class it ia real poverty ; for tbe 
poor it is miseiy and want. The causes of 
this Bad chuupe ut the Buy Ciiy ate mani- 
fold. The VVl iiQ Pino lover aided material- 
ly in bringing about the cutastroiihe so soon ; 
the Bupertioiul appearauco might o herwise 
have beeo sustained fur sooio time lorger ; 
but tbe sudden depletion succeediog the 
wild excitement about the mines, — tbe sum 
ID coin diverted to White Pine amounted to 
fully two and a bail millions — basleoed the 
crisis, and existing difRoultiiB of evea more 
serious oharaoter are likely to make tbe roio 
uoiiipletc.
